Memories fading away 


Explosion stories must be preserved before it’s too late, historians say 



The number of survivors of 
the Halifax Explosion who 
regularly attend the annu¬ 
al remembrance 
celebrations is dwindling 
quickly, prompting histori¬ 
ans to urge relatives to 
record their memories and 
stories before they fade 
forever. 

On Sunday morning, no 
survivors were strong 
enough to brave the harsh 
winds and wet snow that 
lashed Halifax during 
fa ceremony at Fort 
Needham 
^Memorial 
ft ^ M MParlc. 


Later in the day, six sur¬ 
vivors gathered indoors at 
the Maritime Museum of 
the Atlantic, where they of¬ 
fered childhood recollec¬ 
tions of a day that forever 
changed their lives — and 
their city. 

More than 1,900 people 
lost their lives on Dec. 6, 
1917, and 9,000 were in¬ 
jured from fires, flying 
glass and collapsing beams 
when a French munitions 
ship loaded with ex- 
f plosives collided 

\\with another ves¬ 
sel, catching fire 
and explod- 
ing. 


Blair Beed, an author 
who has written about the 
explosion, said there are 
probably less than 100 sur¬ 
vivors in the north end of 
Halifax. 

He said all are in their 
90s or over 100 years old. 

“We’re on the verge of 
losing their stories... Muse¬ 
ums are still trying to gath¬ 
er the artifacts and person¬ 
al references. Each person 
has a little piece of the 
V quilt of the stoiy,” he 
said. 

“If you’re a family 
member, don’t 
.wait another 
day. Get the v 


stoiy now from grand¬ 
mothers and grandfathers.” 

Cecilia Coolen, 92, said 
she was just a 10-day-old ba¬ 
by when the blast tore 
through her house. 

“I’m getting older now, 
that’s why I came today. 
Some days I don’t feel like 
I’ll live to the next ceremo¬ 
ny,” she said, chuckling. 

Her birth mother had 
four other children to care 
for, including an 11-month- 
old infant. She later asked 
her sister to adopt Cecilia. 

Coolen learned the iden¬ 
tity of her birth mother 50 
years later.

The PATH project, 
currently underway across 
the region, studies genet¬ 
ic, lifestyle and 
environmental 
contributors to cancer 
rates. 

Dr. Louise Parker, the 
principal investigator in 
the project and the chair 
of the Canadian Cancer So¬ 
ciety Nova Scotia Division, 
said the project is examin¬ 
ing factors that have not 
been considered before, 
such as well water.

Chapel Island rocked after 
Paul acquitted of murder 


verdict RCMP have in¬ 
creased their numbers in 
the community of Chapel 
Island this weekend after 
emotions ran high follow¬ 
ing Friday’s murder-trial 
verdict in Port Hawlces- 
bury. 

A Supreme Court jury 
found Logan Curtis Paul, 
21, not guilty of second-de¬ 
gree murder in the death 
of 35-year-old Edwin 
Morales Marshall. That rul¬ 
ing was followed by a 
chaotic scene in the court¬ 
room involving the respec¬ 
tive families in attendance. 

Kenny Basque, chief of 
Chapel Island, told CBC 
News there were shots 
fired and windows 
smashed in the communi¬ 
ty Friday night and about 
10 families have left to stay 
in hotels in Sydney. 

Immediately after the 
verdict, the courtroom was 
filled with angry reaction 
from members of Mar¬ 
shall’s family. 

Marshall’s brother Louie 


yelled obscenities and 
threw himself into a wall 
of sheriffs and RCMP offi¬ 
cers who lined the centre 
aisle of the courtroom. 

Other members of the 
Marshall family began 
screaming, crying and try¬ 
ing to attack members of 
the Paul family on the oth¬ 
er side of the courtroom, 
but were held back by se¬ 
curity. 

“You better want to pro¬ 
tect yourselves, because 
one of you going down 
tonight, one of you going 
down,” Marshall’s mother 
Lillian hollered at the Paul 
family inside the court¬ 
room.

Laws over residential centres to get overhaul: Minister 


In one case, a mentally dis¬ 
abled resident at a Nova 
Scotia residential centre is 
described in government 
reports as being dragged 
by a worker down a hall 
by her leg. In another, a 
worker is reported to have 
sprayed water on a female 
resident’s head “to the 
point where she was gasp¬ 
ing for air.” 

The descriptions of mis¬ 
treatment are contained in 
reports stemming from 49 
cases of abuse at Nova Sco¬ 
tia residences that were re¬ 
ported between October 
2007 and July of this year. 

John Cox, the Nova Sco¬ 
tia spokesman for People 
First, an advocacy group 
for the mentally disabled, 
said he found the descrip¬ 
tions unsettling. 

“Some of this is vindic¬ 
tive, basically payback... It 
could definitely be avoid¬ 
ed,” he said after reading 
the descriptions, which 
were obtained by The

The provincial govern¬ 
ment says since the reports 
were filed under the Pro¬ 
tection of Persons in Care 
Act, staff members have 
been fired or disciplined, 
additional training is in 
place and an auditor ap¬ 
pointed in the Department 
of Community Services is 
reviewing each case that’s 
received. 

Denise Peterson-Rafuse, 
the minister of community 
and social services, said in 
an interview she plans to 


overhaul the legislation 
that governs the facilities 
to give her direct supervi¬ 
sory power. 

Peterson-Rafuse said she 
was “disappointed and 
shocked” by the cases. 

The government reports 
say 21 of the abuse cases 
happened at the aging 
Riverview adult residential 
centre in Riverton, near 
New Glasgow, where there 
are about 100 residents 
with a variety of mental ill¬ 
nesses and disabilities. 

In one record from April 
2008, a resident refused to 
drink water and “the work¬ 
er pulled down the top of 
the resident’s pants and 
poured water on him.” The 
worker then held the resi¬ 
dent’s arms across his 
chest with one hand and 
put a knee on his lap, then 
put the cup to his lips, 
“where the water ran 
down the front of his 
shirt.” 
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More money sought for transit study

council Less than two 
months after Metro Transit 
released a consultant’s re¬ 
port on public transporta¬ 
tion, staff are telling coun¬ 
cillors they need more 
study — and money. 

City staff will ask Halifax 
Regional Council for 
$69,100 to conduct further 
study into transit strategy, 
according to a report to be 
presented when council 
convenes tomorrow 

evening. 

The report says it’s nec¬ 
essary to assess two transit 
components — the Access- 
a-Bus program and Hali¬ 


fax’s ferry system. It also 
recommends awarding the 
contract to IBI Group Ltd., 
the consulting group be¬ 
hind the $258,200 Metro 
Transit Strategic Plan Up¬ 
date, released in October. 

That report was accepted 
by council in November. 
But accepting the report 
does not financially bind 
council to any of the sug¬ 
gestions. Staff will return 
to council in January to go 
over budgetary implica¬ 
tions. 

The Access-a-Bus pro¬ 
gram is the municipality’s 
transit service for disabled 
riders. The report notes as 
“conventional transit serv¬ 
ices increase as laid out in 
the Strategic Plan Update, 


demand for Access-a-Bus 
service will also increase.” 

The report also notes 
while the ferry is “efficient 
and popular,” the service 
has “not been through a 
detailed review in over 25 
years.” It goes on to state 
“there is a strong interest 
in expanding the opera¬ 
tion of the ferry service,” 
presumably referring to 
the high-speed ferry con¬ 
necting downtown Halifax 
with Bedford that council 
has been considering for 
years. 

Funding for the strategic 
plan was already increased 
by $19,336. If the report is 
accepted by council, it 
would bring the total cost 
of the study to $346,636.

Montreal killings remembered 

20 years after 14 women's deaths, vigil seeks to raise awareness

A candlelight vigil was 
held outside the Halifax 
Public Library last night to 
mark the 20-year 
anniversary of the worst 
mass shooting in 
Canadian history. 

About 100 people braved 
the snow and cold to re¬ 
member the women killed 
on Dec. 6, 1989 by shooter 
Marc Lepine at Montreal’s 
Ecole Polytechnique. 

At one point Lepine en¬ 
tered a classroom, separat¬ 
ed the men from the 
women and opened fire. 
He then walked through 


the school shooting at 
women before turning the 
gun on himself. In all, 14 
women were killed and 13 
wounded. 

The event, known as the 
Montreal Massacre, became 
a focal point for the debate 
of gun control and violence 
against women in Canada. 

Susanne Litlce, a Dal- 
housie Legal Aid lawyer and 
one of the organizers of last 
night’s vigil, said she still re¬ 
members how deeply the 
news of the massacre affect¬ 
ed her as a new mother, 
with a young son of six. 

“My raison d’etre as a 
mother has been to raise a 
son who is going to stand 
up against violence against

women,” she said. “(Dec. 6) 
is still significant because 
the work is not over ... we 
just need to keep working 
on this.” 

After the vigil, many of 
the supporters made their 
way down Spring Garden to 
St. Matthew’s United 


Church Hall for a potluclc 
and entertainment includ¬ 
ing spoken word artists, 
music, and dance. 

Emily Krehm, who works 
with Oxfam Canada, said 
she thinks it’s important to 
continue to reflect on the 
events on Dec. 6, and to 
raise awareness about the 
many forms of abuse 
women continue to face. 

“Violence against women 
hasn’t decreased in 20 years 
— the stats are still the ex¬ 
act same,” she said. 

“Clearly there’s a need to 
bring awareness to this is¬ 
sue that’s often marginal¬ 
ized in the media, often 
marginalized in the govern¬ 
ment for funding.”

we were getting 40-below 
weather for January, Febru¬ 
ary and March.

We barely 
get to 40-below, and I just 
turned 47. I’ve seen this all 
change in the last 30 years.” 

Tuktoyaktuk, a North¬ 
west Territories hamlet of 


just 1,000 people, is build¬ 
ing a road that will one day 
stretch 140 kilometres 
south to Inuvilc. 

“Eventually we’ll slowly 
start moving our infrastruc¬ 
ture farther south,” Gruben 
said. “As we speak, there’s a 
no-build zone on the north 
shore of our community. 
That’s going to be washing 
away eventually.” 

Each year, 1.8 metres of 
the shoreline is lost to ris¬ 
ing water and waves as the 
once-impenetrable per¬ 
mafrost thaws and gives 
way in the warmer sum¬ 
mers. A local school and po¬ 
lice station have already 
been moved farther inland.

Obama challenged 
on climate change 



Denmark By executive ac¬ 
tion, the Obama 
administration can boost 
the U.S. target for reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions 
beyond levels envisioned in 
legislation working its way 
through Congress, the head 
of the UN climate science 
network said yesterday. 

“There is scope for going 
above what is going to be 
legislated,” Rajendra 
Pachauri, chairman of the 
Intergovernmental Panel 
on Climate Change, said on 
the eve of the UN climate 
conference in Copenhagen. 

U.S. Senate and House 
bills capping carbon diox¬ 
ide emissions would reduce 
them by 17 to 20 per cent 
by 2020, compared with 
2005 levels. Compared with 
1990 levels, the standard 
UN benchmark, that’s only 
a three to four per cent re¬ 
duction, a contribution far 
short of what scientists say 
is needed.

Investors keep 
eye on U.S. Fed 

Jobs data turns focus on rates 


Stock markets could find 
gains elusive this week 
even as last week’s U.S. 
employment report for 
November raised hopes 
that an economic rebound 
is underway. 

The data raised concerns 
about how the U.S. Federal 
Reserve might react to in¬ 
dications of a sharp slow¬ 
down in job losses and the 
Fed’s meeting on interest 
rates will be the focus of 
attention this week. 

Andrew Pyle, an invest¬ 
ment adviser at ScotiaM- 
cLeod in Peterborough, 
Ont., said the results 
which found that 11,000 
people lost their jobs last 
month, compared with the 
120,000 that had been ex¬ 
pected, offered some relief 
for investors. 

And that bodes well for 
the retail front, since the 
U.S. holiday shopping sea¬ 
son got off to a tepid start.

Missing the target 

Analysis shows Canada's green plan doesn't add up

A U.S. plan to cut 
emissions goes much fur¬ 
ther than Canada’s 
commitment despite gov¬ 
ernment claims that the 
two countries now have 
matching targets, accord¬ 
ing to analysis by climate 
change experts and 
foreign government. 

President Barack Obama 
announced his plan to cut 
emissions to 17 per cent 
below 2005 levels by 2020 
ahead of the climate 
change summit in Copen¬ 
hagen. The U.S. figure is de¬ 
rived strictly from cuts that 
can be achieved by capping 
greenhouse gases and trad¬ 
ing emissions permits. 

The American commit¬ 
ment is similar to the 
Canadian government’s 
plan to go 20 per cent be¬ 
low 2006 levels by 2020, a 
point Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper has used 
to fend off attacks from 
such critics as the Secre¬ 
tary General of the United 
Nations, Ban Ki Moon, who 
urged Harper to adopt a 
more ambitious target. 


Expert analysis shows 
the U.S. plan will go much 
further in cutting emis¬ 
sions when additional 
measures are factored in 
like tougher fuel efficiency 
rules for cars, renewable 
electricity standards and 
investments in “green” de¬ 
velopment in poor coun¬ 
tries, known in climate 
change parlance as clean 
development mechanism 
projects. All in, American 
emissions could go down 
between 28 and 34 per 
cent below 2005 levels in 
the next decade, according 
to a recent report by the 
Washington-based World 
Resources Institute. 

Canada’s target covers 
all national emissions cuts 
including fuel efficiency 
standards, investments in 
fighting deforestation and 


other greenhouse gas re¬ 
duction schemes, said John 
Drexhage, climate change 
director at the Internation¬ 
al Institute for Sustainable 
Development in Ottawa. 

“The U.S. is only comfort¬ 
able ascribing to anything 
internationally that can be 
100 per cent regulated, and 
that would only be the in¬ 
dustries that are within a 
cap-and-trade system. 

“That’s why many argue 
that the Canadian target is 
quite a bit more moderate 
than the U.S. target,” he 
said. 

Canada trails most devel¬ 
oped countries in acting on 
climate change, and criti¬ 
cism from foreign govern¬ 
ments, not just environ¬ 
mental activists — is be¬ 
coming more pointed.

uncorking Plastic stoppers 
and screw caps in wine bottles 
are affecting cork oak forests, a 
jewel of biodiversity. Each time 
a cork oak tree is harvested — 
every nine years — the bark re¬ 
generates and in doing so ab¬ 
sorbs CO2, three to five times 
more than non-harvested 


trees. Cork oak forests face a 
number of threats mainly the 
increasing use of cheaper plas¬ 
tic stoppers and screw caps for 
wine bottles, cork's main mar¬ 
ket. This started in the 1990s in 
countries like Australia and 
United States due to the TCA 
problem (a rare chemical reac¬ 


tion that may spoil the wine) 
related to cork. WWF is work¬ 
ing in cork countries and con¬ 
siders cork oak a “priority 
species," one of the most eco¬ 
logically, economically and/or 
culturally important species on 
the planet.

O ne of Canada’s best 
oyster shuckers did¬ 
n’t think much of 


the job when he started. 

“At first it was a really 
crappy job. You’re stab¬ 
bing yourself and it’s very 
tedious,” says John Bil, 
now 41. 

He was in his early 20s 
when he got hired at Rod¬ 
ney’s Oyster Bar in Toronto. 
He needed the money: He 
had plans to become a pro¬ 
fessional mountain biker. 

That didn’t happen, but 


he did improve his shuck¬ 
ing skills. Three years later, 
in 1992, he went to Prince 
Edward Island for the sum¬ 
mer, working at Rodney’s 
new island location. 

He did that for three 
summer and then, in 1995, 
he moved there perma¬ 
nently. It was partly for 
love of the island, and part¬ 
ly to learn everything he 
could about oysters.

He got a job at Carr’s Lob¬ 
ster Pound in Stanley 
Bridge, selling lobster and 
oysters. Meanwhile, he got 
himself a portable oyster 
bar and asked bar owners 
around the island if he 
could set up on busy pub 
nights. 

Why would you put oys¬ 
ters on a menu? they 
asked. People in P.E.I. ate 
oysters all the time, but at 
home. “It’s like selling a 
ham sandwich,” explains 
Bil. 

But some agreed and Bil 
eventually had a small but 
steady business on the side. 

Then he took a new job 
running Atlantic Shellfish’s 
oyster plant. Over the next 
decade, he really got to 
learn about the cultivation 
and harvest of the shell¬ 
fish. 

As part of his job, he 
travelled to restaurants 
across the countiy, train¬ 


ing kitchen and wait staff 
about shucking and serv¬ 
ing oysters. That made him 
miss the restaurant indus¬ 
try, so he went back. 

He did some consulting 
in Montreal and New York 
City, and helped open an 
oyster bar in Charlotte¬ 
town. Now, he’s part own¬ 
er of Ship to Shore in Darn- 
ley and The Black Horse, a 
brand new restaurant in 
Kensington, both in P.E.I. 

Bil used to shuck a few 
hundred thousand oysters 
a year; Now he’s down to 
about 50,000. 

He starts by opening up 
the oyster’s two shells by 
inserting a knife at the 
hinge, wiggling it, and giv¬ 
ing it a twist. (“That’s the 
part where you’re gritting 
your teeth if you’re new at 
it.”) Once it’s open, he runs 
his knife along the top 
shell, cutting away the 
muscle that held the shells

INGREDIENTS: 

1 1/3 lb (600 g) unpeeled 
baking potatoes, scrubbed 
and thinly sliced 
11/2 tbsp (20 mL) olive oil 

1 tsp (5 mL) tomato paste 
14 oz (398 mL) can baked 
beans 

1/4 lb (125 g) frozen peas 
1/4 lb (125 g) frozen green 
beans 

7 oz (200 g) can corn, 
drained 

2 tbsp (25 mL) barbecue 
sauce 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) smoked 
cheese, roughly chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400°F 
(200°C). Put potatoes into 
pot of boiling water. Bring 
back to boil; half-cover 
and simmer until just ten¬ 
der, but not breaking up. 
Drain thoroughly, reserv¬ 
ing 4 tbsp (60 mL) cooking 
water. Tip potatoes into 
bowl, add oil and toss to 
coat. Set aside. 

2. Blend tomato paste with 
reserved hot water in pot.
